Berlin, Germany, Oct. 17.—T wenty-eight are dead out of 20 


persons including the crew and an admiralty commission who were 
aboard the dirigible Zeppelin L-2, the newest and largest of the Zep- 
pelin naval balloons, which exploded and burned in mid air on the 
nviation field near here today. 


The explosion occurred while the balloon was 3,000 feet in the 


air and it dropped like a blazing' meteor, scattering human beings 
as it, fell. 
The aluminum frame of the machine was so hot that it 


was impossible for rescuers to approach it for some time after it 


fell.
